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No one injured in S-alarm junkyard fire

About 30 pieces of equipment 
from 26 municipalities were used to 
put out a "level 5" fire on Aug. 3 at 
the Sharp Parts auto salvage yard on 
Route 83, south of Grass Lake Road 
in Antioch. 

The fire classification was 
quickly escalated to the most seri- 
ous level due to water and person- 
nel demands. There are no fire 
hydrants at the site. Tankers, each 
carrying about 2-3,000 gallons of 
water, were called in' using the 
Mutual Aid Box Alarm System 
(MABAS). 

"Tlie first arriving engine com- 



pany officer requested mutual aid 
from Lake Villa widi a tanker as Uiey 
approached . the scene, which 
allowed us to have additional per- 
sonnel and water on hand early on," 
said Deputy Chief Sakalowski, in a 
statement issued by the Antioch Fire 
Department. . "The first arriving 
engine company did a great job in 
containing the fire using the foam 

system on our new engine." 

It took firefighters about an hour 
to put out the lilaze, which sent huge 
clouds of dark smoke into the air. 
Firefighters remained on the scene 
for several more ours, pulling apart 
mble to locate and extinguish small- 
er fires.

According to a 
spokesperson leading tlie exhibition, "the most 
important, aspect of a police dog's training is 

obcBiencc.'lt is the foundation for communica- 
tion aiid respect for tlie handler," she said. 

■Tlie training period to get a dog ready to 
go out on the street is about 18 weeks, accord- 
ing to Alrdidge. The first 12 weeks of training 
teach the dog the basics of obedience as weli 
as the other demands of the job and that is 
followed by 6 to 8 weeks of training with their 
handler. During a demonstration at the Lake 
County Fair, Grainger obediently listened to 
every command; he was bright-eyed and 
never took his eyes off of Aldridge. "Tliat's 
because he's spoiled," she said. 

The dogs are trained to respond to verbal, 
and/or hand commands, and they arc riot 
distracted from their duticT For cadi demon- 
stration at the fair, there was usually a large 
crowd on hand and after tlie dbg would per- 
form a command successfully, the audience 
would applaud. The dogs would keep tlie Ir 
gaze fixed on tlieir handler andj^yere not 
fazed Ky the iioise from the audiencel' 

One demonstration showed how the 
dogs quickly immobilize a bad guy, John 
Chinske, a trainer for Tops in Dog Training in 
Graysiake, posed as a bad guy. He was wear- 
ing protective gear, and following a com- 
mand by Aldridge; Grainger quickly had 
Chinske on the ground, out of action. 

K-9s have highly attuned senses of hear- 
ing and smell. A dog can quickly alert their 
human counter-part to the odor of drugs or 
hidden contraband. A dog can hear and see a

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criminal in the dark long before tlieir handler 
and when, a^ situation turns deadly, K-9 offi- 
cers are trained to put their life on the line in 
the most lethal of situations. 

The reward for tliis heroic behavior is a 
pat on the head, praise and the chance to play 
with their chew toys. There is an incredible 
bond between a dog and its handler and this 
bond makes the K-9 team a very effective tool 
of law enforcement. The K-9 cop also serves 
as a very effective deterrent to a criminal's 
aggression once the bad guy realizes an offi- 
cer is paired with a dog. 

The squad cars of tlie Lake County 
Sheriffs K-9 handlers are specially modified 



to accommodate the dogs. If a deputy 
encounters a threatening situation, the officer 
can remotely unlatch the door, allowing tlie 
dog to exit the vehicle and assist. The role of 
the K-9 has grown over the years, from nor- 
mal police duties to search and rescue. 

Police in New York Cityhave implemented 
technological advances to help give law 
enforcement an edge. Miniaturized cameras 
are allowing NYPD to obtain a dog's -eye -view 
of a crime scene and search and rescue opera- 
tions. A dog can be sent into various situations 
wiiefe'a liuifibi officer cannot get to because of 
space restrictions or IhHe'reht danger. ^ ^ 

A miniature camera can be attachec! to a 
dog's collar and the pictures can be transmit-' 
ted back to a W'screen.so officers .can sec 
what thb dog is doing and \vliat tlie dbg sees. 
Testing is undenvay to see if a microphone 
can also be attached to detect sounds and also 
transmit commands to the dog. 

JJie K-9 cam will be used to help search for 
victims of disasters, such as a collapsed build- 
ing. Also in the works is a bulletproof vest for K- 
9s, but since deparUnenls from around tlie 
country use different breeds of dogs, sizing of 
the vests has delayed their release. ' 

The Lake County Sheriffs department 
chose the German Shepherd for tlieir loyalty 
and ability to handle the heat and the bitter 
cold. "In Florida, for example, they will use 
Rottweilers, or Dobenuans because of their 
short hair and ability to handle the extreme 
heat. We have -found however that the 
Shepherds' loyalty is much better than other 
breeds," said Aldridge. 

There arc~ countless web sites dedicated 
to dogs tliat have given their life in the line of 
duty. Loyalty goes both'ways and the bond 
between a dog and its handler [s as stjohg as 
any bond betweeri'fivb human partners, If not 
more so.

Those. who qualify for. tlie pro- 
gram have been convicted of non- 
violent offenses, including DUL 
About 93 percent already hold jobs 
or run businesses in the communi- 
ty. The remaining 7 percent work 
with case managers who help tliem 
find employment in the communi- 
ty. Many of tliose in the program are 
doctors, lawyers, ex-police officers 
and factory and restaurant workers. 

They live at the facility on week- 
ends and when they are not at work- 
There are no locked doors. 
Residents punch a clock to monitor 



their presence in the building.

*• biggest city in northeastern Illinois.

Park when town leaders felt a new name was more befitting of a 
city lieaded for a higher economic and social plateau.

■•' A number of towns in this locality owe their name to real estate 
' developers. In this category are Lincolnshire (the developer 
cringed at Halfday, the historically correct name), Green Oaks 
(carved out of the Oak Grove community), Hawthorn Woodsj 
• Island Lake, Tower Lakes and Vernon Hills, among mimicipalities 
smrting out as real estate developments. Wlien it incorporated 
mo^re than three decades ago, Roiifi'd Lake Heights residents 
''scrubbed the name Pleasant Hill, which sounded too corny and 
back woodsy. ^' 

Wiiile on the subject of names, we've noticed a trend which 
could play havoc with accepted village names. New residents are 
identifying more with their subdivision than tlie comrnunity in 
which they reside. Thus, you're hearing people explain they're 
from Wineberry, Chesapeake Farms, Loch Lomond, Midlane, sub- 
divisions all. The latest "new name" might be Cranberry Lake, a 
subdivision in Hainesville, the county's oldest incorporated village.

RecenUy, abductions or attempted abduc- 
tions have been an everyday event with dif- 
ferent kids. It seems it is open season on chil- 
dren and parents have to respond to this. 
The slakes are too high. 

I think until this country's justice system 
learns how to keep dangerous people away 
frojii general society, it is up to each person 
to mr^e sure his and her owii are legally pro- 
tected, niis means training your kids to be 
overly cautious now. It means jeasonably 
curtailing activities and making sure there is 
adequate supervision.

Paint brushes and rollers

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Your first question may be, "Wliat is a hayrack?" Just as the name implies, hayracks were used 
years ago in English bams to supply hay to farm animals. Tliey were placed up high and the ani- 
riials could reach up and pull a mouthful of hay to eat between the widely spaced bars. Old 
hayracks havel)cc6mc treasured antiques and are used outside buildings as attractive planters for 

flowers. 

English hayrack have a very classy.and.distinctive look, won't dry out as quickly as terra cot- 
ta pots, and are made to last. They generally range in size from 30 inches to 55 inches long, al- 
though there is even a hayrack that is 80 inches long available upon request. The hayracks at 
wvvw.GardenArtisans.com are made by Tom Chaiflbers Ironworks in England. Each piece is hand- 
welded steel thickly dipped in black plastic for permanent corrosion protection. They come widi 
made-to-fit coco liners and are deep enough to accommodate large plants without drying out 

quickly. ' " 

You will want to install your hayrack in its desired location be- 
fore planting. Each situation will require a different fastening 
method. Remember, hayracks are quite heavy after soil is added, 
so be sure to fasten your hayrack securely. Wood siding and wood 
railings require plated lag bolts or screws. Masonry will require a 
masonry drill bit and plastic anchors for masonry bolts and wash- 
ers. . ■ 

■ Once your hayrack is installed, fill it to one inch below Uie coco 
liner with a suitable planting medium. For containers use a light 
polling mix with good drainage. Often soilless mixtures are best: 
They offer no nutrient value, but the "soil'! will not become com- 
pacted and strangle the roots. An added benefit is that soilless mix- 
tures are lightweight and free from soil-borne diseases and weed 

seeds. >. . , , 

After filling to one inch below the coco liner, add a slow release 

fertilizer to ensure good plant growth. If you have installed your 

hayrack in a sunny location or if you just want to cut down on your ; 

watering requirements, you may want to add Rain-Mats to your hayrack. Simply place them at the 

root level (approximately one inch froni the bottom) creating a stable reservoir into wluch tliero^^ 

can grow. This reduces the need for frequent watering. 

To create a dramatic planting inKnediateiy upon jnstallationof your hayrack, you vvjJ^^ 

consider: 

Proportion: 

' If you have chosen a very large hayrack, choose plants that are in proportion to the hayrack. 
'For immediate impact, choose plants ihat are large enough not to look dwarfed by the hayrack. 

Plants Need water, shade or sun 

;' U is best to choose plants tlial have similar needs. Do not mix sun-loving plants >yith shade 
plants or plants that prefer tVb'e water-logged with drought tolerant plants. Herbs are perfect 



plants for sunny locations and some shade situations. Herbs will add texture, aroma, and are good 
edge fillers or can provide a trailing effect.

Color, shape and texture 

Color affects us psychologically. Warm colors (yellow, orange aiid red) stand out at a dist?.nce 
aiid give the imp ressioni of warmth, excitemeri] and urgency. Cool colors (blues and greens) tend 
to disappear'at a distKnce, cfealirig a cool feeling that calms and sootlies. Warm colors are often 
used as accent plants while cooler colors are u^^^^ . _ ,^ 

Designers generally use one of four color schemes: analbgoiis, compl6meritary, monbchfo- 
matic orjjplychromatic. 

An'litfalpgous scheme consists^pf two, three or four colors that are neighbors on the color 

whfel, such as blue-green, blue, blue-violet and TOlet. T^^^ 

create a mood diat is peacefulahd gentle. 

A co'rnplelii'ehtary scheme uses two colore that af edirectly 
opposite on the color wheel, such as yellow-orarige arid violet- 
blue. This will be dramatic and stimuladng. 

A monochromatic scheriie uses only one color plus its own 
shades and tints; for"" instance, blue plus blues with various 
amounts of black arid while added. This is tough to create in a gar-' 
den but easy in a container. 

A polychromatic scheme includes colors from all around 
die color wheel using the green foliage as a harmonizer. 

Shape or form is the characteristic of a particular plant. Is 
it round, conical, weeping or trailing, upright or spreading? It is 
the shape that helps you create a strong framework for your plant- 
ing. In any garden, including a container garden, you need a focal 
point. An upright plant will give you a vertical focus and your eye 

will be drawn to it first. Trailing plants off the edge of your planter 
will soften the edges and create a more finished look. 

Plant texture is divided into three categories: fine, medium and coarse. Textural contrast can 
be even more effective than color contrast. Plants that are described as fine in texture are those 
tliat are quite soft, and often have many delicate flowers, such as lobelia or baby's breath. Medi-" 
um-textured plants tend to have some distinct shape such asgeraniums or flowering tobacco. 
Coarse plants are those with very distinct textures such as omamental cabbages or large begonias. 

You can create a bold display by combining trailing blues and yellows witli columnar spires 
and feathery foliage. Use your accent plants in the center with complementary plants surround- 
ing it and trailing herbs or lobelias softening your edges. 

If you want to create instant impact with your hayrack or hanging basket, pack it full of plants. 
Leave no unused space in the planter and you will have a very dramatic planting. 

As long as you provide what the plant needs — enough room for its roots, water, nuU:ienls and 
sun or shade — any plant will work in a container. So be creative! Plant what you like. And re- 
member, your local nursery can help you select plants that will thrive in your area.

Not so, siiys Weiss. A cbndominiimican he as large or even larger than a comparably 
priced siiigle-family hoiric, and it may even offer more useable space if is well designed. 

Speaking from years of experience, Weiss offers theseguidellnes in rating the space and 
its efficiency when you'corisider a condominiuiTi home: 

•Is there sufficient space for the furnishings you have or intend to buy? Floating sofa 
arrangements, in which sofa sections are set up to form a U or even a complete square, need 
large living rodiris;King-size beds require good wall space in bedrooms. 

.ManyY^edpIe coming frbin single-family homes have large-scale furnishings they wish to 
keep, so it's impoftant to determine if these pieces will fit into the rooms. 
■ ■ "Check the builder's floor plans and use a tape measure if necessary to be sure," said 
Weiss. As Village Green, some living rooms are as large as approximately 16 by 24 feet while 
master bedrooms go up to about 16 by Ifl feet. 

•Clieck the 'architecture' of each room, particularly the amount of wall space and location 
of windows and doors. In the living room, is there enough space for the entertainment center 
you plan to install? And in the bedrooms, will you have enough space for the entertainment 
center you plan to install? And In the bedrooms, will you have enough wall space for a triple 
- ' dresser and chest of drawers? Do the doors swing the right way, or will they conceal some- 
thing you want to display if the doors are left open? . 

•Look at closet and cabinet storage, especially if you are moving from a single-family 
home with plenty to store. Many families have treasured objects they don't warit to discard, 
so storage is a must. 

"There seems to be an unwritten law that says the number of things you have to store is 
directly proportional tothe amount ofclosel space you have, meaning that if you have 

space, you will find sometliing to fill it," said the Village Green project manager. 

Each bedroom, of course, needsacloset of its own and the master bedroom should have 
extra closet spape in tlie form of a walk-in closet with at least two rows for hanging clothes. 
Any extra closet space in a bedroom is a bonus. 

The home should also have a guest coat closet in the foyer and a linen closet. Village 
Green has.two linen closets in all residences. If the home ahs more closets than these, thank 

your stars. ' ^ . . 

'^ Weiss suggests that a good way to check storage in the kitchen is by measuring cabinet • 
and undercpunter space. Ideally you will discover a kitchen with a pantry. All Village Green 
kitchens have cabinet-style'pantries with rollout shelves. There should also be aScquatecab-
